“’ ANNOUNCEMENT MADE 


BY PRESIDENT HARAHAN 


Big Railroad Man Praises the 
City’s Growth and Declares 
His Willingness to Improve 
Facilities Here. 


Within the coming vear the Sea- 
board Air Line railway will spend 
31,000,000 in Atlanta for the construc- 
tion of new freight depots and ware- 
houses, according to the statement of 
W. J. Harahan, president of that road, 
who spent Sunday in Atlanta. 

Plans are being drawn for the Sea- 
board now for these improvements of 
the Atlanta freight handling facilities 
of the road. It will be about six or 
eight months before these plans are 
complete, said Mr. Harahan, and the 
work of construction will begin imme- 
diately thereafter. 

Mr. Harahan stated that his road has 
in view a site for the new freight ter- 
minals, but would not disclose its loca- 
tion now for the reason that the deal 
for the purchase of the property has 
not yet been closed. 

The improvements will consist of 
two freight depots on the single site. 
It will be equipped with ample sidings 
and truck ways. 

“atlanta (fs one of the best points on 
our entire ’system,” said Mr, Harahan, 
“and the road is anxious for that rea- 
gon to improve its facilities here just 
as early as possible. Atlanta is a good 
town and a growing town. I find it is 
improved very appreciably since I was 
through here a year ago. You have 
two new skyscrapers and two new ho- 
tels, I notice, and I am informed that 
there are plans for several more large 
buildings in the near future.” 

Mr. Harahan and several other offi- 
cials of the Seaboard are on a tour of 
inspection of the road. They came to 
Atlanta form Norfolk and will go from 
Atlanta to’ Birmingham this morning. 
Mr. Harahan stated that he finds the 
crop conditions in the south much bet- 
ter than last year, especially in the 
neighborhodd of Atlanta. 

Mr. Harahan and his party stopped 
at the Georgian Terrace. Mr. Harahan 
spent most of Sunday morning on an 
automobile tour of the city.

Mrs. Lake asserts 
that Barr is of unsound mind, and told 
of incidents which she alleged occurred 
while he lived at her house with his 
sister, to support her contention. 

In the statement credited to Barr 
which purported to be in substance his 
testimony before the grand jury, Barr 
is quoted as saying that he “doped 
himself up” on the morning of the kill- 
ing; secreted himself in the real estate 
office; told in detail how he attacked the 
young stenographer and gave, as che 
last words of the young woman: “Man, 
have mercy; I am so young and have 
had so much trouble,” 

It is understood that Barr will be 
recalled before the grand jury proba- 
bly tomorrow. If he is.to appear as a 
witness in this state a pardon must be 
secured from the governor of Indiana, 
where he was serving a prison sentence 
when he is first alleged to have con- 
fessed to the killing. 

Barr was brought to Teaxs last Fri- 
day from Jeffersonville, Ind., where he 
was an inmate of the state, peni- 
tentiary.

Two 
cars were taken from the barns, each 
filled with policemen, but the crowds 
packed around them so tightly they 
could not be moved. Soon after the 
shooting of Johnson the cars were or- 
dered back to the barns.

Policemen Refuse to Go on Cars. 

The downtown streets remained 
packed with people all day, though 
most of the disturbances ended when 
the attempt to move the cars ceased. 

The: policemen mingled with the 
crowd, but made little effort to dis- 
perse them except when throngs 
surged too roughly around the desert- 
ed street cars that stand in the down- 
town streets. Four policemen turned 


|in their badgesand resigned when or- 


dered to accompany the cars. Superin- 
tendent Hyland gave orders to arrest 
patrol wagonloads in order to disperse 
the crowds, but not more than a dozen 
men were taken to the police station 


"during the day. 


Bicycle Policemen Gotnisch and Bas- 
tin were struck by bricks and hurt 
while trying to disperse a crowd of 
men and boys at Illinois and Washing- 
ton streets. Lieutenant Barmfuhrer, 
in charge of the police guarding the 
Louisiana street car barns, was struck 
by a missile and had to be taken home. 

Toe -street around .the Louisiana 
street barns, where most of the im- 
ported strikebreakers are held, were 
crowded most of the day, but the 
strike sympathizers made no attack on 
the barns. Late last night, however, 
bricks were thrown through all the 
windows in the barns. 

Policeman Shoots Into Crowd. 

Only when two cars filled with po- 
licemen and manned with strikebreak- 
ers pulled out of the barng in the morn- 
ing did the crowd prepare to offer vio- 
lence. 

A rock struck the conductor in the 
face, and one policeman who stood with 
his revolver drawn fired into the 
crowd, wounding Johnson. The crowd 
fell back, but at a curve when the 
trolley left the wire the sympathizers 
packed the tracks so closely the car 
could not be started until the police 
rode among them. The crowds con- 
tinued to pack around the cars, and 
they were slowly worked back to the 
barns.

Rose 
will kill herself first and I will fol- 
low.” a 

Other letters found in Bly’s cloth- 
ing told of parental objection to their 
wedding which ‘friends say took place 
last August. The couple’ had been 
missing since September 8. 

The youth’s father is Alber J. Bly, 
a well known railroad man of Altoona 
Pa. His wife was the daughter of Mrs. 
M. E. Herring, of this city.

WOMEN PLAY PART 
NN MEXICAN WAR 


Some Are Acting as Foragers 
for Their Meh, While Oth- 
ers Are Actually Fighting 
in the Ranks. 


’ 


Del Rio, Texas, November 2.—Wom- 
en of Mexico are playing a prominent 
Part in the warfare. of the southern 
republic, either as “soldaderas,” for- 
aging successfully for their men, or 
occasionally as actual fighters. 

This is true probably because the 
present revolution has touched indi- 
viduals and the homes more intimately 
than any other conflict of recent times. 
Nearly every woman in northern Mex- 
ico has been warfare, shorn of its 
theatricality because it entered the 
home and left death and want. Many 
of these women have left their homes 
rather than to remain alone, and a few 
of them have gone under fire to get re- 
venge. 

Woman Aiding in Monterey Siege. 

In the siege now in progress at 
Monterey, a valued member of General 
Pablo Gonzales’ constitutional com- 
mand is Senorita Maria Sanchez, said 
to be a wealthy Castillian whose 
brother was shot by federal irregu- 
lars?. She gave up the comforts of a 
luxurious home and begged for per- 
mission to replace her grother. 

A few’ months ago at Monclova a 
son of Senora Pimental, of that city, 
had been sentenced to be shot. The 
mother got into the federal jail by 
stealth and stabbed two of the guards 
and rescued her son, escaping to 
the constitutionalist headquarters, then 
at Hermanas, 20 miles away. 

In the federal ranks there is told 
the story of the wife of an officer whoa 
led the constitutionalists into an am- 
buscade at Puerta Carmen, and, though 
fired upon by the maddened troops, 
galloped through the lines to her ‘/hus- 
band’s side. 

500 Women With Army. 

When less than a month ago. the 
federal army of General Maas occupied 
the constitutionaHsts’ provisional cap- 
ital at Piedras Negras, on the Ameri- 
can border across from Eagle Pass, the 
“soldaderas” played an import role in 
the bloodless capture. A. small group 
of them pitched their tents on the 
overlooking hills two days before their 
men arrived, acting as iookouts. When 
the army arrived, fully 500 of these 
soldier women accompanied it, most of 
them guarding the wagon trains, which 
their skill as foragers had stuffed to 
bursting. A few hours after the city 
was occupied. the wymen spread sup- 
per for the entire army In the opea 
plaza. 

It is said a demand for food is never 
refused these soldaderas. They are ex- 
pert with both knife and rifle—and not 
slow to employ threats of death to get 


what they want. 

One of the famous women fighters is 
Mrs. Alonzo Af@anis, who recently sur- 
rendered to the. Huerta garr<on ‘ny 
Juarez and was pardoned by the gov- 
ernment, is the wife of a former Made- 
rista commander. She developed as 
leader during the revolt against Ma-' 
dero. One night, at the head of a 
picked band, she rode into Juarez, held 
up the police station, took all availa-

Washington, November 2.—Though 
every official of the United States gov- 
ernment has been cautioned to main- 
tain absolute silence while the plans 
of the Washington administration for 
solving the Mexican problem are work- 
ed out, it became known from many in- 
formed sources today that a supreme 
effort is being made to bring about 
Yeneral Victoriano Huerta’s retire- 
ment from the provisional presidency 
of Mexico 

The success of any pign for a consti- 
tutional election that may be proposed, 
especially in sofarasit would contem- 
plate participation by the constitu- 
tionalists, depends, in the view of the 
United States government, on the elim- 
ination of Huerta. Since he promised 
to turn over the executive power after 
an election, the American government 
is now waiting for some declaration on 
his part. 

Should Huerta Retire. 

Should Huerta retire in favor of an- 
other there is a possibility that the 
United States may attempt to compose 
the situation through his successor. But 
if the elections are declared invalid 
by Huerta, so that he may continue in 
power, the Washington administration, 
it is pointed out, would look upon such 
a proclamation as an evidence of the 
incapacity of the provisional authori- 
ties to condtct an election, and might 
assist in habilitating the go 
machinery of the country. 

Just now the future policy of the 
United States is being quietly and in- 
formally made known in diplomatic 
circles abroad, and there are intima- 
tions that before many days foreign 
governments generally will have been 
apprised of the American attitude, It 
is unlikely that there will be any 
publication of the American policy un- 
til Europe has Deen formally sounded 
out. 

What United States Desires. 

What the United States desires, it is 
believed, is that the powers shall indi- 
cate their support of its efforts to solve 
the problem so that it may approach 
the Mexico City administration in a 
final effort to secure the elimination 
of Huerta. Thes conference at Vera 
Cruz between John Lind, President 
Wilson’s personal representative, and 
the Russian, Norwegian and German 
ministers, has not been explained here, 
but it is thought to be a part of the 
program of enlisting the support of for- 
eign governments. 

Senator Bacon, chairman of the for- 
eign relations comn ittee, 
with President Wils n at the white 
house today, Dut declined to discuss his 
visit. Asked for his views on the sit? 
uation in general, the Georgia senator 
said the one ‘thing needed to insure a 
peaceful settlement of the Mexican 
problem was for the governments of 
Europe to indicate in some positive 
way that they intended to leave in the 
hands of the United States the formu- 
lation of a policy to be pursued toward 
Mexico, and that they will give the 
policy their support. 

“If this is made so clear,” he said, 
“that GeneralX Huerta will understand, 
he will be compelled to accede to any 
demand made by the United States and 
a peaceable solution of the Mexican 
problem very promptly would be 
found.’ 

Huerta Might Yield. 

The belief of many officials is that 
if the United States ca) approach Huer- 
ta with the united backing of the na- 
tions of the world, he inight yield, but 
prominent constifutionalists here, who 
know Huerta’s personality, declare he 
will never/retire unless force is used. 

One of the phases of the situation 
which is a subject of much comment, 
in officials circles, is the absence of 
official denial of the many theories be- 
ing published every day forecasting 
intervention of some kind or another.

_ The New Jersey Fight. 

In New Jersey the republicans be- 
lieve they have more than a fair 
Chance of electing their candidate for 
governor, #dward C. Stokes. At any 
rate the race ig cenceded to be be- 
tween Stokes and James ‘Fielder, the 
democratic candidate, with Everett 
Colby, the progressive candidate, cer- 
tain to run third. Stokes is a popular 
man in the state, and has made an | 
adroit and aggressive campaign, and 
will have the support of that element | 
in the democratic party that has bit- 
terlv opposed President Wilson, name- 
ly, the Jim Smith faction. 

Close political observers who are fa- 
miliar with the situation in New Jer- 
sey, declare that if the progressive 
Candidate polls as many as 40,000 
votes, that Fielder, democrat, will ~win 
by a plurality of from 15,000 to 25,009. 
On the other hand, if the progressive 
candidate does not develop this 
Strength the contest is between Stokes 
and. Fielder, with the advantage 
slightly with Fielder, but the race 
will be very close. 

President Wilson is actively direct- 
ing the fight, and has done everything 
in his power to convince the peopite of 
New Jersey that they should elect 
Fielder if they wish to stand behind 
the national administration. Secretary 
of State Bryan has gone into the state 
and made speeches for the democratic 
candidate. The president's secretary, 
Joseph P. Tumulty, who has a decidei 
gift for practical polifics, has lent 
the Pielder organization every assist- 
ance In his power. He has been a fac- 
tor in Jersey politics himself, Mr. Tum- 
ulty claims Fielder will be elected 
by 40,000 majority. 

Without question the 
tariff bill has been made an issue in 
New Jersey. Because of the state’s 
large manufacturing interests which 
were vitally affected by the tariff re- 
duction, the result in New Jersey may 
be taken as one of the first expressions 
from the people on the tariff measure, 

Four Candidates in Massachusetts. 

Massachusetts presents a more corn- 
plicated situation with a four-cornered 
fight, although it is generally believed 
that the contest really lies between 
Walsh, democrat, and Bird, the bull 
moose Candidate. “Gussie" Gardner, 
the republican candidate, ioomed up in 
formidable fashion at the beginning of 
the campaign, but apparently he has 
blown wp. He may finish fourth, de- 
spite the fact that at one time he look- 
ed a winner 

Governor Eugene N, Foss, 
running as an independent, will prob- 
ably draw enough votes from Walsh, 
the regular democratic candidate, and 
Gardner, republican, to give Bird, the 
progressive, morethanafair chance to 
win. The democratic leaders insist 
that Foss will hurt both Bird and Gard- 
ner, but will not take enough votes 
from Walsh to change the result. Mr. 
Foss was formerly elected to congress 
and to the governorship as a demo- 
crat, 

Bird, the hope of Bull Moose, is a 
strong candidate, and has made a hard 
fight and gained new converts daily. 
He is a rich man and his organization 
is backed by plenty of money, which 
always helps In Massachusetts. Colo- 
nel Roosevelt was shrewd enough to 
see that Bird had a fair chance of elec- 
tion, and would certainly make a show 
of strength, so he issued a statement 
before sailing for South America, de- 
claring that Massachusetts was the 
only state where the result of the elec- 
tion would give any indication of the 
relative strength of the third party 
movement. In other words, the Colo- 
nel put all the progressive eggs in the 
Massachusetts basket under Bird. Un- 
prejudiced observers agree, however, 
that Bird’s showing, whatever it may 
be, will not be a fair test of the 
strength of the third party movement 
because of tne unusual complications 
in the situation in that gtate and the 
personal element injected by Bird him- 
self and by Governor Foss, both of 
whom have strong personal followings. 
New York City Fight. 
As to the result of the hectic cam- 
paign in New York city, national party 
leaders cannot see that it will have 
g whatever on national is- 
sues. The fight has been a top-liner in 
political vaudeville, so far as sensa- 
tions are concerned, but it is in reality 
not a political campelsp- It is regarded 
rather as a contest in billingsgate and 
libelous accusations, and all parties 
to it have made a strong showing— 
“strong” being used in the sense of 
odoriferous, 
An effort was made to represent the 
national administration ag taking a 
hand in behalf of John Puroy Mitchel 
into the New York city fight when Dud- 
ley Field Malone, third assistant secre- 
tary of state and son-in-law of Senator 
©’Gorman, went ov to New York and 
made a speech f&r Mitchel and the 
fusion ticket and against Judge Mc- 
Call, the Tamamny nominee. ut Mr. 
Malone distinctly disclaimed speaking 
for any one but himself, and did not 
bear.a message from President Wil- 
son. Later Senator O'Gorman came 
out in a strong statement urging the 
election of McCall and the Tammany 
ticket, , 
In this connection the voters of New 
York city may crush Tammany Hall, 
or it may give Tammany an old-time 
victory, but the result will not tell the 
country whether the people of the 
metropolis appreve or disapprove of 
Woodrow Wilson and his policies. 
It ig to New Jersey primarily, that all 
must look to get the first expression 
of the country on the tariff and on the 
poseates of the democratic administra- 
on.

Italian. 

“As I said befote, my wounds are 
no. serious and I am thankful that I 
shall not be even forced to remain in- 
doors.”

GAINS BY SOCIALISTS 
IN ITALIAN ELECTION

Rome, November 2.—The second bal- 
lot in the general election was taken 
today in about one hundred constitu- 
encies and the returns indicate that the 
various parties will not be materially 
changed from the figures given out of- 
ficially last week when the liberals, or 
ministerials, elected 240 members, 
thereby winning a sweeping victory. 

The socialists made the greatest 
gains today, having twenty of their 
candidates returned, though these were 
divided among the differen. groups. 
Others elected where: Liberals, 50; con- 
stitutional opposition, 6; radical, 10; 
republicans, 3: Cataclics, 4. 

‘The results in Rome were considered 
very significant, two nationalists being 
elected over a socialist and the radical, 
Prince Teano. Both of the latter were 
supported by che municipal ‘“dloc,” 
composed of-radicals, republicans and 
socialists headed by Mayor Nathan, 
who made a personal canvass in their 
behalf. 

A mob attacked the offices of “Mes- 
sagero,”’ the organ of the “bloc,” 
smashing the winduws and assaulting 
the staff, one of whom was injured. 

The second ballots were character- 
ized by greater excitement than the 
first on Sunday last. Suffragettes par- 
ticipated enthusiastically, rushing 
about in cabs and mvtors, distributing 
pamphlets and urging their followers 
to vote for candidates favoring woman 
suffrage. Several violent scenes oc- 
curred and in more than one instance 
firearms were used. The socialist can- 
didate Labriola, was shot at during the 
balloting at Naples, but was not in- 
jured.

After providing for 
four regional reserve bankg to admin- 
ister the new currency system, the 
question of control of these banks 
arose. Under the administration bill 
they would be controlled by directors 
elected by the various member bankg. 
Several members of the committee 
have gone on record as unalterably 
opposed to this plan. They declare 
that unless the government-is given 
control of these banks they will carry 
the fight to the floor of the senate. 

No Agreement in Sight.

Understand, we are not arguing that 
the Jackets are going to beat Auburn. 
Maybe they will. But before making 
guch a claim, we are willing to be sur- 
prised by them in as agreeable a man- 
ner as we were after the Sewanee 
total was in. 


Elimination of One. 

No one in Atianta had the temerity 
to predict an easy victory for the Jack- 
ets over the Tigers. Everyone, includ- 
ing the Tech student body, the coaches, 
the newspaper men and the team itself 
was surprised at the result. 

Someone may be surprised when the 
Auburn game is completed. 

But four teams remainin the running 
for the Southern Intercollegiate Athletic 
association football championship— 
Vanderbilt, Georgia, Auburn and Tech. 
One of these will be eliminated Satur- 
day, unless the game results in a tie. 

Auburn was touted as the best eleven 
in the south at the start of the season. 
Everyone seemed to admit it, even their 
closestand fiercest rivals, and to many 
their game here with Tech was consid- 
ered only a practice game for Auburn. 

This opinion was not changed by the 
result of the earlier games, Auburn 
walking over teams that Tech could 
scarcely trim. But the Jackets were in 
their process of development. They 
are rapidly reaching a high state of 
perfection. Their play against Sewanee 
was, in our opinion, only a sample of 
what the team can really be expected 
to do when it reaches its highest point 
of development. : 

Auburn has a veteran team. Dona- 
hue did not have to teach his men the 
rudiments of the game. Therefore they 
went strong from the first. On the 
other hand, there were many players 
on the Tech team who had even the 
rudiments to learn, and it was only 
natural that the team play should suf- 
fer until they learned. 

Auburn Heavier. 

Auburn is going to be considerably 
heavier in the line than the Jackets, 
and this advantage, with a veteran 
line, is likely to prove the real stum- 
bling block to the Jackets. But Se- 
wanee was reputed as having a strong 
line, and the Jacket forwards, with only 
three days’ work on a new set of de- 
fensive tactics, played rings around 
them. 

Preas, Rainey, Lang, Cushman, 
Nance and Johnson, of the first varsity, 
and a lot of the subs, had a lot of 
football to learn. It took time to teach 
it, the Heisman system that Cook, Loeb, 
Means, Thomeson and McDonald al- 
ready knew. They needed individual 
instruction that Heisman, with his va- 
ried duties, could not well give them or 
spare the time to. 

But the securing of Lieutenant De- 
vore to assist Mr. Heisman, and to as- 
sume charge ahd responsibility of the 
line men, relieved a lot of burden and 
added totheeffectiveness of the coach- 
es both from the coaches’ standpoint 
and that of the players jas weil.

As stated before, we make all these 
pointe just to show that the Jackets 
are not as hopelessly outclassed by Au- 
burn as it appeared they would be not 
more than ten days ago. The Sewanee 
game wrought the change in the opin- 
ion. It is only natural that it 
should be. 

We may have the wrong dope, but 
one touchdown will just about settle 
the Auburn-Tech game. It is not going 
to be any romp, every one else to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

Auburn, outweighing Tech fifteen 
pounds to the man last season, beat 
the Jackets 27 to 7. Auburn Is a little 
better than she was last year. The 
Jackets are improved in every depart- 
ment but their fighting spirit and this 
showed evidence of being trought out 
by samples of it shown in the Sewanee 
game. The Jackets’ improvements has 
been more than Auburn's in a year. 

Looking at it from this standpoint, 
does any one believe that if the Au- 
burn team of last season scored only 
four touchdown on their iNghter Tech 
rivals, they score that many this 
year against a heavier, stronger Tech 
team? 3 

If the lighter Tech team of 1912 
could plough through the heavier Au- 
burn team for one touchdown, fen’t it 
natural to argue that this year’s team 
being heavier, faster and knowing 
more football, will score more than 
one touchdown? 

Tinderstand, were not claiming that 
any of these things will actually hap- 


pen. 

The point we want to drive home is 
—the Auburn-Tech football game of 
1913 is going to be a classic—flercely 
fought and with a close score.

The First “City of Savannah.” 

Always alert to advertise Georgia 
and to claim for the state its due 
credit, Senator Bacon has had pub- 
lished a little volume bound in flexible 
leather proving that the first steam- 
ship to cross the ocean was the City 
of Savannah, which sailed from Sa- 
Vannah, Ga., in 1819, 

Judge Charles L. Bartlett dropped 
into Senator Bacon’s office a few days 
ago and announced that he wag sail- 
ing for Europe on the George. .. ash- 
ington, of the North German Lloyd 
— se sept cagqetned i. 

“I wish you would give the tain 
this little pamphlet,” said Seances fe. 
con. “I have crossed on his ship sev- 
eral times, and seen hanging at the 
head of the main stairway a large 
painting of the Great Western, with 
the inscription that it w'as the first 
steamship to cross the ocean.” 

Judge Bartlett promised to get the 
captain right, and put the docu- 
mentary proof in the ship’s library. 
The book contains a reprint of the 
senate debate on June 14, 1910, in 
which the controversy as to which 
steamship is entitled to the credit of 
being the premier ocean carrier was 
fought out between Senator Bacon, 
Senator Money, of Mississippi, and Sen- 
ator Gallinger, of New Hampshire. 
Later Senator Gallinger produced ‘a 
icture of the City of Savannah, which 
s made the frontispiece in the book. 

“The City of Savannah was com- 
manded by Captain Moses Rogers,” said 
Senator Bacon, in the debate. 

‘She was built in New’ York and 
Bailed on March 28, 1819. Arriving in 
Savannah after a passage of six days, 
she sailed thence to Liverpool in 
eighteen days. 

“When entering St. George channel, 
off the city of Cork, she was descried 
by the commander of the British fleet 
lyingintheharbor, She was though by 
him to be on fire, because of the vol- 
ume of smoke ascending from her. He 
dispatched two cutters to her relief. 
She was greeted by thousands of per- 
sons on her arrival at Liverpool.” 

Senator Money, of Mississippi re- 
plied that his recollection was that the 
first ship to cross was the Great West- 
ern. Senator Bacon then read . from 
the Universal Cyclopedia and Atlas 
that Robert Fulton’s “Clearmont” was 
}the first steamboat built. It ran from 
New York to Albany in Atigust, 1907, 
making 6 miles an hour on the trip. 
John Stevens, of New York, who ante- 
dated Fulton in making experiments in 
steam engineering, built smaller ves- 
sels in 1864 and 1805, which proved 
that his ideasof steam navigation were 
sound. His first steamboat, The Phoe- 
nix, was completed in 1807 shortly 
after the Clearmont. As Robert Ful- 
ton and Robert R. Livingston had ob- 
tained a monopoly on the Hudson river 
and Long Island sound, Stevens and 
his sons placed their boats on the Del- 
aware and the Connnecticut. The first 
steamboat in Great Britain was the 
Comet, 40 feet lone and built in 1812 
to navigate the Clyde. 

In the senate debate Senator Money 
insisted that the City of Savannah was 
a sailing ship both before and after 
her voyage in 1819. He said she only 
earried 75 tons of coal and 25 cords of 
wood, and that her engines were only 
working eighty hours on the entire 
trip of twenty-nine days. 

“Her paddles could be taken out and 
laid on the deck,” said Senator Money, 
“and her main reliance was on her 
sails. Her salling record was not al-

Sowing Wheat. 

I have more than once expressed 
the decided conviction that the climate 
and soil of the south—of the cotton re- 
gion at least—are not sufficiently well 
adapfed to the growing of wheat to 
justify sowing it at all, not even a 
small area to meet the family demand 
for flour. 
required for home use is one ofr the 
reasons whF it is not advisable to sow 
wheat. Another reason is the fact that 
we have not modern mills to properly 
grind the grain into flour. ) 

But I still claim that the northern 
or Piedmont regions of Virginia, the 
Carolinas, Georgia and Alabama 
ought to produce a bountiful supply 
of wheat for the whole populations of 
these states. Florida, Mississippi, Ala- 
bama, Louisiana and the southern part 
of Texas might well be excused from 
growing this cereal. Of course, the 
remaining states of the south will 
be well within the zone of profitable 
production. Taken altogether, the en- 
tire southern states should supply 
their own population and a, good many 
million bushels for export to other 
states and foreign countries. 

The first week or ten days in No- 
vember is about the best time for sow-~- 
ing wheat in the heart of the south. 

Practical wheat-growers have long 
since found out that it is not advisa- 
ble to sow on a soil deeply broken just 
before sowing. The work of: preparing 
the soil should have been done a month 
Or more in advance of sowing.so that 
it will have been somewhat compacted 
by two or three rains. Where this has 
not been possible the surface, three or 
four inches, may be pressed down by 
the use of a heavy roller just ahead 
of the drill that puts in the seed wheat. 
By all means, if practicable, sow with 
& regular grain drill. The old-time 
method of sowing broadcast on top of 
the soil, whether done by hand or ma- 
chine, and then plowing or harrowing 
it annen, should be relegated to the 
past. 

The best plan for wheat in the mid- 
dle south is a high, dry, well-drained 
soil, gray at surface it may be, with 
a good clay subsoil close by. A rich 
soil is not best, but one of moderate 
fertility and fertilized liberally, using 
800 to 500 pounds per acre of the same 
formula used for oats. 

Sowing Oats. 

No apology is offered for so fre- 
quently urging on farmers the sowin 
of oats, for I believe this grain dase | 
be considered equal in importance to 
corn. This is because it ig really a 
more valuable feed crop for all work 
stock and young animals, and I con- 
sider it a more certain crop, than is 
corn and far more easily grown. In 
all the southern half of the cotton re- 
gion it is not too late to sow. Be sure 
to get some strain of rust-proof seed, 
sow in open furrows and fertilize lib- 
erally, say 200 pounds of acid phos- 
phate, 250 pounds cotton seed meal 
and 25 to 50 pounds of muriate of pot- 
ash per acre, the larger amount of 
potash on the sandy soils of further 
south. Where hay its much needed 
prospectively 20 or 30 pvunds per acre 
lof hairy vetch seed may be sown with 
1% to 2 bushels of seed oats, but it 
is rather late to sow vetch excepting 
in the extreme south.

Would it not 
be well to sow a few. acres to be, har- 
vested for seed? 
Deep Plowing. 

Now is the time to do deep plowing 
and subsolling, while the clay is com- 
paratively dry—after a rather dry Oc- 
tober. It is worse than useless to 
break up the subsoil while in a wet, 
plastic condition. This is a mistake 
that doubtless is often made. The soil 
to the depth of 6.or 8 Inches is often 
in excellent condition, while the lower 
subsoil ig entirely too,wet for plowing. 


November in the Garden. 


Nothing much jin the way of sowing 
of seeds may be accomplished in this 

nth. Certainly not in the open gar- 
én, excepting in the extreme south, 
where seeds of nearly all varieties of 
hardy vegetables may be planted and 
hot beds prepared for tender vegetable 
seeds suchas cucumbers. But seeds uf 
cabbage for spring heading ay still 
be sown in cold frames, both in the 
middle and wpper sections. 

Much, however, may be done in the way 
of spreading and plowing in manure, 
cleaning off weeds and grass and stub- 
ble from matured and harvested crops. 
All work of this sort may as well, if 
not better, be done now than to wait 
until spring gardening time arrives. 
All deep plowing should be done now. 
A very good way to subsoil a small 
garden is to have one strong, heavy 
plow animal to pull a round with a 
turn plow, then unhook and attach to 
a one-horse subsoiler and go a round 
in the same furrow, and 80 on. Evena 
pretty stiff land may be thus broken 
to a depth of 12 inches. 


Improved Implements and Machinery. 


The farmer who sticks to the meth- 
ods, implements and machinery of his 
forefathers will inevitably fall behind 
in the march of progress and develop- 
ment. 

We do not have to go far in our 
search to find that the most advanced, 
prosperous and Wealthy nations of the 
arth are those in which the busy pro- 
ducers of food, clothing and buildings 
use the most modern and wp-to-date 
implements and machinery. 

The same is true in regard to the 
condition of the people in different 
sections of the same nation or county, 
and in the same state or county. 
Everywhere you find that the most 
successful farmers are those who use 
the best implements, the best machin- 
ery, the best horses and mules, the 
best cows and hogs.

So the difference between one farmer 
and another may very largely lie in 
the degree to which each uses tools and 
machinery, or the difference in the 
character or effectiveness of the tools 
and machinery used. A farmer who 
stickg to the same plows and cultivat- 
ing and harvesting implements used 
by his great-grandfather finds it im- 
possible to succeed in hig vocation so 
well. as another farmer, who wisely 
and judiciously adopts every material 
improvement as soon ag practicable, 
This is the most remarkable e in 
history, remarkable for wonderful dis- 
coveries and wonderful] labor-saving 
implements, machinery and methods. 
It is the age of invention and prog- 
ress along all lines of human effort. 


BRAN IN THROES. 


London, November 2—The United 
Kingdom is in the throes of a minia- 
ture bye-election. There are five va- 
Cant seats for the house of commons, 
four of them caused by recent judicial 
appointments and consequent changes 
in the cabinet. The government is 
quite naturally a little anxious, for in 
four of the contests it is on the defen- 
sive. " 
The unionists, too, are making deter- 
mined fights in every constituency, 
and are aided in some by the nomina- 
tion of labor and socialist candidates,

The Contest for Reading. 

The greatest interest centers in the 
contest for Reading, the seat which 
Sir Rufus Isaacs gave up to take the 
lord chief justiceship, and here the 
unionists have the best chance of mak- 
ing a break in the government de- 
fense. Sir Rufus always held his seat 
by narrow majorities. Captain Leslle 
Wilson, who fought him at the last 
election, is again the unionist candi- 
date. 

George Peabody Gooch, the liberal 
candidate, a relatives of the late 
George Peabody, the American million- 
aire, Is a stranger to Reading, having 
entered the constituency only on the 
eve of the contest, and besides, the 
socialists are opposing him, 

Reading is largely a one-firm town. 
Most ot the firm’s members are union- 
ists, but its head, the late Sir George 
Palmer, was a liberal and the votes 
and influence of the firm were about 
evenly divided between the two par- 
ties. Sir George Palmer died a few 
weeks ago, and the whole influence 
of the firm now will be for the union- 
ist candidate. 

The other election in an English 
constituency, the Keighley division of 
Yorkshire, where Stanley O. Buckmas- 
ter has to seek re-election on hig ap- 
pointment as solicitor general, does 
not give the government so much con- 
cern, Mr. Buckmaster was returned 
a year ago at a bye-election, receiv- 
ing 825 votes over the unionist candi- 
date in a three-cornered fight, in which 
the third eandidate, a labor man, re- 
ceived over 3,000 votes. This time it ts 
not expected there will be any official 
labor candidate. 

Two Scottish Elections. 

The two Scottish elections will be 
fought largely on Scottish issues, and 
in both cases the liberals are pretty 
certain of success. Robert Munro, on 
account ot his appointment as lord 
advocate for Scotland, has to go back 
to ‘his .constituency, Wickburghs, tv 
have his appointment indorsed. . No 
unionist candidate has yet been sge- 
lected. 

f\ Phe- other Scottish contest is for 
inlithgowshirt, which Alexander 
vacated to become lord president 
of the court of sessions. He had rep- 
resented the constituency for twenty 
years, always being elected by a large 
majority. The candidate of the gov- 
ernment party is Mr. Pratt, a strong 
temperance advocate. His opponent 
will be James Kidd, a solicitor. 

There will be no contest for the 
northern division of County Cork, 
where John Guiny has been nomi- 
nated.

The number, I think, will be near- 
er 3,000. Last year we had 1,800 ex- 
hibits at the show, and this years ex- 
ihibits will exceed that,:I feel sure, by 
‘about 1,000. These boys have complet- 
led their work in strict accord with the 
directions given by the department, and 


‘have kept a full record of the details, 


of their work, as to culture, fertiliza- 
ition, yield, cost of making the crop, 
‘price received and the profit. The work 
(is in itself an 4 
,and unquestionably means:a 
| to the agricultural future of the state.’ 


Many Boys Coming. 


With 1,800 exhibits by the boys last 
year, there were 700 boys who came to 


reat deal 


entertained for two or three days in 
Atlanta homes. With the,increase in- 
dicated by Mr. Campbell, there is little 
doubt that the attendance of boys on 
the corn show this year will reach 
1,000, if not more. 

This does not include the girls’ can- 
ning clubs, which have also shown re- 
markabe growth during the past year, 
‘and whose exhibits will be a far more 
‘important and extensive feature of the 


1}}1914 corn show than ever before. Many 


lof the girls’ canning clubs had ex- 
(hibits this year at the state fair, while 
lothers showed their products at their 
tcounty fairs. Practically all of these 
‘exhibits will be brought to Atlanta for 
the corn show, which will be held as 
last year in the state capitol, Decem- 
(‘ber 2 to 5, inclusive. 

| Among the features already decided 
on for this year is a parade of the 
corn show boys to be headed by the 
‘(Fifth regiment infantry, Georgia na- 
‘tional guard, and by state and city au- 
‘thorities. The military feature of .the 
parade has already been arranged for, 
and other features are now under dis- 
cussion. 

Has Helped the Clubs. 

Mr. Campbell made the _ statement 
while here that the annual corn show 
given by the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce has done more to stimulate the 
corn club movement in Georgia than 
any other factor which has lent it as- 
sistance. The members of the corn 
clubs throughout the state look on this 
show and their trip to Atlanta as their 
reward for the persistent effort they 
have made in cultivating their acre of 
corn. 

To the corn club, more largely than 
to anything else, is attributed the fact 
that the Georgia corn crop has grown 
rapidly, untill it has been increased 
within a few years from 40,000,000 to 
72,000,000 bushels, which is the esti- 
mate for this year. 

The average yield by the corn club 
boys: last year was around 60 bushels. 
Some 77 of the boys made more than 
100 bushels on their acre, and one boy 
produced as much as 177 bushels. There 
is every indication that these records 
will be- broken this year, not only in 
the number of exhibits and the gen- 
eral average, but particularly in the 
number of boys who made more than 
100 bushels of corn on their acre.
